Document Is Ratified 
Trustee Vote Is Next

GW students overwhelmingly approved the establishment 
of the George Washington University Student Association 
(GWUSA) constitution in the student government referendum 
Tuesday and Wednesday. If approved by the Board of 
Trustees in May, student government could return to GW in 
the fall for the first time in six years. 

The landslide 1,343 to 241 vote easily satisfied the two 
requirements of the Joint Committee of Faculty and Students 
for ratification of the document. The Committee had voted in 
Febuary to require that at least 1 ,000 students vote yes in the 
referendum, and that the number of affirmative votes be a 
majority of ballots cast, in order to ratify the constitution. 

The vote was announced at 9:35 p.m. last night by Joint Committee 
student co-chairman Jeff Nable. Student Activities Director David G. Speck 
had earlier predicted the votes would be counted by 10 p.m. 

News of the vote was received joyously by delegates to the constitutional 
convention, who had begun their celebration even prior to announcement of 
results of the vote. The results bore out convention campaign manager 
Andrew Kline's prediction that the constitution would attract 1,000 yes 
votes if at least 1,500 voted in the 
election. 

Joint Committee faculty co-chair- 
man Stefan O. Schiff said he was 
extremely happy over the results, 
but student co-chairman Jeff Nable 
felt the turnout was “atrocious.”

The 1,343 yes votes represents a 
whopping 84.8 per cent of those 
voting in favor of the GWUSA 
document. It compares favorably 
with the 69 per cent of GW students 
who voted in favor of the referen- 
dum in February of 1970 which 
called for the abolishment of 
student government 

The vote total of 1,584 is the 
largest on any question at GW in 
recent years. The last student 
government elections, held in 1970, 
attracted 1,478 voters, which itself 
was a decline over totals of 2,209 
and 2,309 voters in 1969 and 1968 
respectively, and seemed to back up 
the claim of then-government Presi- 
dent Neil Portnow that apathy had 
made abolition of student govern- 
ment necessary. 

The last two Program Board/ 

Governing Board elections, held in 
February of 1975 and 1976, attrac- 
ted 803 and 1 ,037 votes respectively. 

Last year, in a mail referendum 
on student government conducted 
by the Joint Committee, which has 
overseen the student government 
effort since a proposal for an All- 
University Assembly was defeated in 
October 1974, students voted 1,472 
to 270 in favor of the reinstitution of 
student government They also 
favored the creation of a constitu- 
tional convention to draft the 
document 

The constitution is expected to go 
to the Board of Trustees Committee 
on Student Affairs for a final mark- 
up, and then on to the full Board for 
their expected approval May 15.

rector David G. Speck declined 
comment on the result, he said he 
was pleased with the way the ballot- 
ing process, which his office super- 
vised, had gone. He said there were 
"zero errors in balloting,” and said 
he took "great pride in that.” 

Vice President for Student Affairs 
William P. Smith said he thought 
the voting , turnout was light, but 
added, “I think a student associa- 
tion here has an opportunity to 
make a positive contribution to 
student life, though I think it’s 
going to take time,” because of the 
transient nature of the University 
and the problems of representing all 
facets of the University community. 

Smith said he was looking 
forward to the fall elections for 
GWUSA positions to see how 
students will accept the organiza- 
tion. “1 think it’s going to be inter- 
esting to see what fall brings,” he 
said. 

A spot check of ten GW students 
on 21st Street after the results .were 
announced was almost unanimously 
positive. Only one student, who 
refused to give her name, expressed 
displeasure with the outcome. “I’m 
very surprised that it did pass after 
reading it [the constitution),” she 
said. “It wasn’t very complete.” 

Other students, however, were 
more enthusiastic. “I’m quite 
pleased with the result It’s about 
time,” Kevin Lipson said. Rick 
Miller said, “It’s providing the 
students a voice in the University — 
a voice that has been sorely 
lacking.” And Mindy Kirchner ex- 
claimed, “Great! It’s good to know 
you’ll be represented in some way.”

As constitutional convention dele- 
gates milled around their Marvin 
Center office last night and cele- 
brated their landslide victory in the 
student referendum, members of the . 
faculty, administration and students 
reacted favorably. 

Convention chairman Barry Ep- 
stein was predictably elated. “I’m 
exhilarated,” he said. “It’s been a 
long hard road. GWUSA has a long 
fight ahead of it There are good 
people here to run it GWUSA will 
be a good organization.” 

Epstein did not rule out the possi- 
bility that he might make a try for a 
GWUSA office in next fall’s elec- 
tions. 

Stefan O. Schiff, faculty co- 
chairman of the Joint Committee of 
Faculty and Students, which in 
December refused to accept the 
work of the convention and then 
made a turnabout in position in 
February, said, “I’m delighted that 
student goverhment will be rein- 
stated. I’m sure that whatever might 
be wrong with it can be ironed out 
with time and experience.” 

Jeff Nable, student co-chairman 
of the Joint Committee, was not as 
enthusiastic. He described the vot- 
ing turnout of 1,584 as “atrocious,” 
but added, “Now that some people 
have what they want, 1 hope they 
can make it fly.” 

Nable’s opinion of the voting 
turnout was countered by Joint 
Committee member Margo Broder, 
who said, “I’m happy to see as many 
people vote as did.”

Bright said the black movement is 
a revolution, but said he did not feel 
the oppressed before the revolution 
would become oppressors once in 
power. “I don't think we would. It's 
not opr nature," he said. "Our 
kindness has been our downfall. ly, 

Then again, who can say?" 

Other BPU members interviewed 
by the Hatchet declined to let their 
names be used because of what they 
described as the sensitivity of the 
subject; one said. “I don’t want the 
hassles." 

One BPU member said she felt 
the organization "is not functioning 
in the mainstream of the black 
movement” which she attributed to 
.^careerism" or students placing 
priority on getting an education and 
finding a job. 

Other student reaction was 
mixed. One black freshman who 
isn't a member said. "They get the 
impression that blacks are being 
shut out by the University. In some 
instances it’s so. but they overem- 
phasize their cause. They're out to 
beat the system and it just can't be 
done." 

A black employee on campus who 
hasn't become involved with the 
BPU said. "I'm just not into 
segregating myself, between black 
or white."

Ed. Note: This is the second of a 
two-part series on the Black Peop- 
les's Union. 

“Our country does not provide 
opportunity for black people to 
advance. It’s a process that starts 
right at the grassroots and works up, 
from the classroom to the business 
world," according to Black People’s 
Union (BPU) President Rodney 
Bright. “The BPU's purpose is to 
give back to the community what we 
have learned." 

Bright, a sophomore who com- 
mutes from his D.C. home, stressed 
the idea that a solution to the 
problems of discrimination and 
repression could be found by 
working with the community. He 
said the BPU at GW is not limited 
to students, and pointed out that 
about one-third of its members are 
University workers. Bright said he 
felt there was no room for class 
distinction in the black movement. 

The BPU suffers from an image 
problem, Bright said. “We've been 
misrepresented in the past. Though 
it’s true that the BPU has not used 
Hatchet ad resources to the fullest 
extent due to lack of funds, it's also 
true that coverage [of BPU events) 
has not been adequate." he said. 

One BPU emphasis is on commu- 
nity involvement. Bright said. One 
result of this emphasis is the 
Educational Opportunity Program 
(EOP), which was set up hy the 
University in 1969 partly as a 
response to BPU pressure. The 
program seeks to enroll black D.C. 
students at GW so they can use their 
GW education in the community 
after graduation. Bright said: 

While calling EOP "highly suc- 
cessful," Bright said he felt the 
administration should have gone 
further, including honoring an 
orginal request from black GW 
students for 100 EOP scholarships a 
year, rather than the 40 granted. 
Asked if he considered EOP a token 
program. Bright comtnented, “I 
think the adtninistration sees it that 
way." He added. “The number [of 
scholarships] should be increased.

"The issue is not so mucn 
censorship, but who shall censor," 
lawyer James T. McKenna told an 
audience of about 20 in Marvin 
Center Tuesday night. 

McKenna represents a group of 
West Virginia parents who are 
against the use of certain literary 
materials in the libraries and 
classrooms of the West Virginia 
public school system. The group has 
protested by burning copies of the 
more than 300 books it finds 
offensive. ' 

The parents charge that the books 
promote socialist and anti-nation- 
alist view s by attacking religion, the 
U.S. economic system and patrio- 
tism. "Any educator worth a 
damp," McKenna said, "will tell 
you that the mind of a young child is 
extremely malleable. It is the 
question of who shall determine the 
character of the person — the educa- 
tor or the family,” he said. 

McKenna, who described the 
"book burners” as fundamentalists 
and Christians, pointed out that 
"parents don’t want to pay for 
obnoxious materials. They don’t 
want their kids to have to read this 
stuff" 

As examples, McKenna referred 
to Adam Smith’s Wealth of Nations, 
which he said was too socialist in 
content, and Mark Twain’s Huckle- 
berry Finn, which he charged was 
racist. 

McKenna said the family, which 
* he called "an absolutely essential 
element" of society, was currently

Diehl is. “It’s more practical for us to pick up the tab 
on thefts ourselves." 

Diehl explained that the cost of -carrying theft 
insurance is exorbitant. “We can absorb the cost of 
stolen goods," he said. 

Steiner said that among the items in the box were 
drumsticks, music stands, a snare drum, cymbal, 
tambourine and triangle. He is planning to seek a grant 
from GW Provost and Vice President for Academic 
Affairs Harold F. Bright to replace the missing 
equipment if it is not recovered. 

In the past when music department equipment has 
been reported missing "we usually have been able to 
replace it." Steiner said. He said the funds come from 
the provost’s office, not the department.

The GW music department has been hit with 
numerous thefts over the past two years and has lost 
over $7,000 worth of equipment that has not been 
replaced by the University, according to music 
department chairman George Steiner. 

Among the missing items have been two pianos, one 
a 10-foot concert grand, he said. 

The most recent theft occurred two weeks ago when a 
box containing equipment worth approximately $550 
and irreplacable music was stolen from the stage ot 
Lisner Auditorium, Steiner said. 

The losses are not covered by insurance, as the 
University carries theft insurance only on materials 
covered by government grants. The reason tor this, 
according to Mildred Ewart, insurance and legal 
assistant to Vice President and Treasurer Charles E.

Lisner. Security Director Harry W. 
Geiglein said there are very few 
thefts in Lisner. “Right now, all I 
know is that the box has been 
reported missing," Geiglin said. The 
Metropolitan Police Department 
has not yet been notified, he added. 

Steiner said he discovered the box 
missing from the Lisner stage on 
March 24. Auditorium Manager 
Francis J. Early said the trunk-sized 
box was last seen on March 21 by 
Lisner custodian O.D. Sligh, who 
noticed it had been moved from the 
left of the stage, where it is usually 
kept, to the right side. 

According to Early, the box was 
probably moved during the Billy 
Cobham concert at Lisner the night 
before. 

Steiner and Early both said they 
felt the box was more likely to have 
been stolen than lost. “The box is 
very heavy and it takes two people to 
lift," Steiner said. “I suspect a theft, 
probably by two people.” 

Early pointed out that the box is 
on four "very noisy" casters, making 
its movement by a single person 
without detection difficult. Early 
said it was possible that "two people 
could have gotten it outquickly and 
into a pick-up truck." 

“A few times in the past, things in 
the music department got lost, so we 
decided to build the box to keep 
everything safe." said Steiner.

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Truffaut Conveys Emotions 
In Study ofAdele H. Story

The complex emotion of love may 
be the most difficult emotion to fully 
convey on a movie screen. The love 
of a mind that is slightly bent out of 
shape is probably even more 
difficult to convey. But director 
Francois Truffaut has done just that 
in his powerful psychological study. 

The Story ofAdele H. 

Truffaut is often pigeonholed, 
like directors Kubrick, Fellini, 

Bergman, Wertmuller, into that 
cliche “the only stars of their films 
are themselves." 

In the case of The Story ofAdele 
H, the cliche would be true if it 
wasn’t for the captivating frantic 
performance of Isabelle Adjani. For 
The Sion ofAdele H is a vehicle 
where both can show off their 
talents, which they have plenty of. 

The result, while sometimes uneven, 
is still remarkable. 

Adele H is Adele Hugo, daughter 
of French author Victor Hugo. In 
186.1. at the age of 33, she left her 
home in Guernsey (located in the 
English Channel) and traveled to 
Halifax, Nova Scotia in search of a 
Lieutenant Pinson. She was love- 
possessed while he considered her a 
royal pain in the neck. She begged, swayed. For years this woman nearly

I ruffaut has based his movie on the 

■ recently decoded diary of Adele 

Hugo, who, after 43 years in an 
asylum, died in 1915. Truffaut 
bends the facts a bit, making Adele 
a younger and more dramatic 
character. It serves his work well. 

And it is the 20-year-old Adjani 
who, with Truffault’s meticulous 
direction, takes his creation and 
makes it blossom. She is a bundle of 
emotional energy. Love, hate, agony, 
despair, spiritual happiness, des- 
pondency— they all seem to be well 
within Adjani's realm of convincing 
. expression. 

That she did not receive an 
Academy Award for her perform-. 

Isabelle Adjani portray. Adele H. * understandable though. 

While she is certainly capable, hers 
blackmailed, tried to use money, can sometimes be a tedious role with 
lied and even offered other women which not many people can feel 
as gifts in her desperate attempts to sympathy.

It’s Up To You 

After spending a year writing their document, and 
mounting a vigorous and effective campaign (with the help of 
a lack of organized opposition), constitutional convention 
delegates must feel proud — and rightfully so — for scoring a 
victory in yesterday’s GWUSA referendum (see story, p. 1). 
The very fact that the convention has survived to this point, 
surmounting obstacle after obstacle, many placed in their way 
by themselves, is a testimony to perseverance and almost as 
amazing as the realization that GW is close to having a 
student government for the first time in six years. 

Students, their political awareness at least somewhat 
stimulated by the long campaign for student government, 
must realize that the work is not completed just because a 
document was finished and votes were cast. There is only one • 
way any student government can work — with the interest and 
input of the student body. 

\! This will particularly be true in the case of GWUSA. 
Because of the dormant state of student government in the 
1970’s at GW, and the resultant power structure that has 
developed which centers around the administration, the 
delegates were forced to write a document that sets up a basic 
structure which does not provide direct influence or power. 
Only a mobilized student body will enable GWUSA to get 
influence in the University governing system. An apathetic 
student body will allow student government to reach the same 
status that the old student assembly had in Febuary of 1970, 
when then assembly president Neil Portnow abolished it. 

We hope the Board of Trustees will act expeditiously in 
approving the GWUSA document as the will of the GW 
students, as it is expected to. After this, the ball game belongs 
to the student, and we can only wait to see if students will be 
the real winners of this week’s referendum. 


Tighten Up 


Witli contract food costs as high as they are, and scheduled 
to go even higher next year, the actions of some Marvin Center 
employees in unauthorized free use of the Center second floor 
cafeteria (see story, p. 3) can only serve, in the long run, to 
raise prices even higher. 

If, as JFSB chairman Drucilla Dunton estimates, as many 
as 50 persons are getting free meals in this fashion per week, 
something is obviously wrong with the way the operation is 
being run. This volume of freeloaders contributes a sizeable 
chunk to the Mack “ripoff rate,” which at last count was 
costing $19,000 per year. 

The vigilance of Macke must be lacking, if that many 
persons are eating for nothing. Macke managers may have 
faith in their meal ticket checkers, but that faith may have 
little foundation if 50 persons are slipping by them weekly. 

The management of the Center is also remiss in not strictly 
laying down the law about employees who use their duties as 
an excuse to get into the cafeteria at no personal expense. The 
employees wind up collecting double from the students in 
their paychecks and in the meals which tyre indirectly paid for 
by the students on the meal plan. Hopefully, both Macke and 
the Center managements can put a quick end to the practice.

Recruitment— the word rings with the sense of 
encouraging, cajoling and conning people into joining 
something in which they would not have enrolled before 
being inundated by encouraging propaganda. For GW 
and every other institution of higher learning in the 
nation this is a year round effort, reaching its peak 
when prospective freshmen and transfer students 
choose to pay their tuition to one school rather than any 
other. 

Also, for GW and the rest, much of the recruitment 
process is informal. After two semesters students tell 
those friends in high school or contemplating transfer 
what a good year they enjoyed at the college of their 
choice. 

Here is the question which GW students must 
consider before they unwittlingly become part of the 
recruitment process: In light o„f the University’s rape of 
Foggy Bottom’s architecture, the continued tolerance 
of Macke’s fiasco food service, the hiring of a 
housekeeping service that treats its employees unfairly 
and the refusal to permit any student government to 
exist except as an innocuous one, how can any 
conscientious GW student or alumnus recommend that 
other persons enroll here? 

Many of these issues appear to be linked to money in 
one way or another. For example, GW has a penchant 
for high-rise office buildings on its potentially lucrative 
real estate in downtown Washington. The most recent 
manifestation of this involves a proposed structure on F 
Street, one of the few remaining streets on campus 
without sheer concrete walls and square windows. 

The administration insists that rent from office 
buildings help pay for and, as a result, improve the 
quality of education. Yet the only recent changes in 
education are at the administrative end, with the 
revamping of the' registration process. Students should 
question the new system's effectiveness when recalling 
that they received two computer printouts of their class 
schedules rather than one. 

Money is important, as are old friends of the 
University, like Macke, whose contract was to be 
competed for through bidding by other caterers 
interested in taking on GW's food service. However, 
Macke will still be around, despite the bidding and 
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continued pressure from the University community. It 
would be helpful to understand the full extent of GW’s 
relations with Macke when analyzing the absurdity lof 
its poor service and continuing tenure here. 

In addition to the Servicemaster Company’s poor 
treatment of GW's housekeeping staff and the 
aforementioned administrative follies, there is the 
reluctance of Rice Hall and the Board of Trustees to 
recognize the need for viable, powerful student 
government. 

The student assembly in the latter part of the 
anti-war movement was disbanded at GW, because it 
was seen as nothing more than a farce. The assembly 
did not respond to the interests and needs of a student , 
community engaged in the national process of social 
and political upheaval. The Student Mobilization 
Committee to End the War in Vietnam (MOBE) took 
care of this function. 

With the shift of student attention recently from the 
streets to the plush offices of University decision 
makers, the need was seen for formal student input into 
the running of the institution they were paying for. In 
1974, the Board of trustees invalidated a student 
referendum which supported the creation of the 
All-University Assembly (AUA), which would have put 
students, faculty and administration together to chart 
the path of the University. 

With the defeat of AUA. GW’s powers-that-be 
established themselves ai uncompromising bureaucrats 
intent on retaining their previously unquestioned 
authority. They had won the battle, as the cliche goes. 

This is the point where students and recent graduates 
are left. They have the strength to hurt GW’s 
comfortable financial condition by discouraging others 
from enrolling here.

Most importantly, if this 
anti-recruitment movement becomes widespread, GW 
will be hurt where it can least afford to be: income from 
student tuitions. 

Change at GW is possible, if people are willing to 
grab it by its money belt.
